To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 


At the opening of the school year 1951-1952 all of 
the pupils in the first seven grades were transported 
to Farmington. October 1, the Ridge School was 
opened with Mrs. Dorothy Cook as the teacher with an 
enrollment of 23 pupils in grades 1 to 4 inclusive. 
Grades 5, 6, and 7 (15 pupils) were transported to 
Farmington throughout the year. Six pupils in grade 
8 were enrolled in Spaulding High School. The Ridge 
School was operated until the close of the school year 
in June, 1952, at which time it was closed by action of 
the School District at its last annual meeting, pupils to 
be transported to Farmington. 


At the beginning of the current year the Farming- 
ton School District reported enrolled in its schools 40 
Middleton pupils in grades 1 to 8, and three in the high 
school. Rochester reported ten Middleton pupils 
grades 8 to 12. This is a total of 53 Middleton pupils. 
Tuition rates are: Farmington, Elementary $132.36,. 
high school $199.40; Rochester $218.50.

The tax rate for school purposes reported above 
is high. This is due to some extent to an appropria- 
tion of $787.50 for payment of the school bus, and is 
also somewhat mitigated by the fact that your school 
board closed the year with a balance of over $2,000.00, 
as shown by the financial report, which substantially 
reduces the current assessment. 


The action of the district in voting to transport 
the pupil will doubtless prove to be a wise move. The 
expense of educating the children will probably be no 
greater and they should benefit through the advantages 
of single-grade classrooms and the greater facilities 
of a larger school system. 

The earnest cooperation of the School Board and 
citizens is what makes good education possible. This 
is very much appreciated,
